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OLD-AGE AND SURVIVORS 
PAYMENTS BEGIN WITH '40 

Social Security payments to re- 
tired workers, their aged wives, 
widows and orphans will begin 
with the new year, according to 
Ernest F, Randall, manager of the 
Dothan Field Office of the Social 
Security Board, The federal in- 
surance program got under way on 
January 1, and the first monthly 
checks will be given to eligible 
workers and their dependents on 
February 1 for the month of Jan- 
uary, 

Mr. Randall explained that a 
wage earner who is 65 may file a 
claim for monthly benefits, pro- 
vided he has earned $50 or more 
in each of six calendar quarters 
since January 1, 1937, when the 
system went into operation, and 
payments will start when he re- 
tires from work. 

The old-age and survivors insur- 
ance program under the Social Se- 
curity Act provides for payment 
of monthly benefits beginning in 
1940, not only to the wage earner 
who retires after the age of 65, 
but under certain conditions, to 
the members of his family. The 
three groups of persons who may 
be entitled to benefits are: 

1. Wage earners 65 or more 
years old who decide to retire or 
who receive less than $15 per 
month in covered employment and 
who have sufficient wage credits 
from jobs covered by the act; the 
wives of such workers if or when 
they are 65; or any children under 
16, or 18 if attending school. 

2. Widows at age 65 of wage 
earners who died after January 1, 
1940; widows, regardless of age, it 
there are young children; and de- 
pendent children themselves until 
age 16, or 18 if they are regularly 
attending schools may be entitled 
to benefits. 

8. Surviving parents of the 
wage earner, at age 65, if they 
were dependent on him at the time 
of his death and if he leaves no 
widow or child, may be entitled to 
benefits. 

Claims may be filed without 
charge at Mr. Randall's office at 
Room 10, Porter Farmer Building, 
Dothan, Alabama, but he insists 
that ONLY persons who have been 
working in employment covered by 
the law, which became effective 
January 1, 1937, and who have 
reached the age of 65, are eligible 
for these benefits. Broadly speak- 
ing, most work performed by em- 
ployees in commercial and indus- 
trial employment is covered. 
Among those employments not coy- 
ered by the law are self-employ- 
ment, agricultural labor, and work 
for the federal, state or local gov- 
ernments and their instrumen- 
talities.

JAMES A. PRESTWOOD 
DIES AT ANDALUSIA 

ANDALUSIA, Ala., Dec. 30.— 
James Austin Prestwood, 84, one 
of Southeast Alabama’s most 
prominent citizens, died at his 
home here Friday at 2:10 p.m. 
trom complications brought on by 
the infirmities of old age. 

“Uncle Aus,” as he was affec- 
tionately known to hundreds of 
friends throughout the State, came 
here from Coffee County 65 years 
ago. He was one of the pioneers 
of this community, having taken 
an active part in every phase of 
the progress of this entire section. 
He owned and operated saw mills, 
was a large planter, ginner and 
cotton buyer and owned extensive 
real estate holdings. 

He was one of the most color- 
ful figures in this section of Ala- 
bama, possessed of a keen business 
mind, and known far and wide for 
his wit and originality. 

In 1899, when the Central of 
Georgia Railway planned to extend 
its tracks from Searight to River- 
falls, ‘Uncle Aus’ donated an en- 
tire block of business property and 
gave $5,000 to the railroad to move 
into Andalusia, The first train to 
arrive over the tracks was an ex- 
cursion going to Columbus, Ga., 
and there was such a celebration 
and so many people wanted to 
ride that the train couldn’t hold 
them. 

He always took an active part 
in every civic enterprise of the 
ctiy, was a member of the Meth- 
odist Church, a Mason and a Shrin- 
er. Truly, he pioneered in the 
building of Andalusia.

MONTGOMERY, Jan, 2.— The 
Alabama Public Service Commis- 


sion ordered dissolution of the 
South Alabama Power Authority 
today. 

Hugh White, commission head, 
said: 

“Under the evidence, the com- 


mission finds that continuance of 
the authority is not in the public 
interest or in the interest of eco- 
nomic and efficient service and is 
not necessary.” 

The authority, recently formed, 
proposed to buy South Alabama 
electric properties of the Alabama 
Water Service Company by issu- 
ing $2,000,000 in bonds,

other South Alabama towns ob- 
jected to the sale, 

The authority, which the com- 
mission originally sanctioned No- 
vember 17, was established by the 
City of Andalusia, acting under a 
1935 State “new deal’ act, which 
empowers municipalities to organ- 
ize power districts, 

Governor Dixon, acting under 
mandates of the power district act, 
named Mayor J. G. Seherf of An- 
dalusia, Count Darling, Andalusia, 
and Mayor Hatcher Jackson, Brun- 
didge, as authority directors, 

In winning original commission 
approval, the authority said’ it 
proposed to acquire Alabama 
Water Service Company electric 
facilities in Barbour, Conecuh, 
Covington, Crenshaw, Coffee, Dale, 
Geneva, Monroe and Pike Counties, 

The group seeking dissolution of 
the authority appeared at a Public 
Service Commission hearing De- 
cember 11 and 12 and contended 
it was a “purely political” agency. 
Officials of two cities owning their 
own distribution systems predicted 
then they would seek other whole- 
sale sources of energy if the au- 
thority succeeded in its proposal 
to acquire the water company 
electric facilities, 

Mayor Scherf insisted the au- 
thority was without political sig- 
nificance and predicted revenues 
would be sufficient to retire bonds 
issued to acquire the system, and 
after final payment the public 
would own facilities. Under the 
plan outlined by Scherf, O. E. 
Hodge, New Orleans financier, was 
to purchase the system and trans- 
fer it to the authority at $2,000,000, 
plus inventories and extension 
costs. 

In testifying, Hodge said he pro- 
posed to acquire the system in the 
nine counties by establishment of 
the Southern Power Company, re- 
gardless of whether it was resold 
to the authority. No official peti- 
tion, however, has been filed with 
the commission, indicating trans- 
fer of the properties, 

The proposed transfer would 
have affected the towns and com- 


munities of Andalusia, Ariton, 
Banks, Bellville, Brantley, Brun- 
didge, Clio, Dozier, Elba, Ever- 


green, Excel, Frisco City, Gantt, 
Glenwood, Goshen, Kinston, Milo, 
Opp, Red Level, Repton, River 
Falls, Samson and Troy.

Social Security 
Questions, Answers

most trequently esked, No, 12 
Will appear next week,) 


@. If a man who reached 65 
this year and has been under coy- 
ered employment at part time jobs 
for $20 & month from July, 1938, 
to December, 19389, would he be 
entitled to monthly benefits if he 
retived in January, 1940? 

A, Yes, provided he received as 
much 4s $50 in each of six calen- 
dar quarters before January 1, 
1940, 

Q. How much would he receive 
each month? 

A, He would receive $10 a 
month, although according to the 
formula his benefits would figure 
up to only $8 (40 per cent of $20). 
In such cases the benetit is in- 
creased ‘to $10, the lowest amount 
which will be paid monthly, If 
he has a wife age 65 she will re- 
ceive $5 a month, making a total 
of $15 a mo, for the two. 

Q. What would his widow get 
if he died after 19407 

A. She would get $10. Again, 


because this is the minimum 
amount which will be paid 
monthly. 


Q. What is the maximum 
amount of benefit that a worker 
and his family may receive? 

A. The maximum benefit which 
a retired worker and his family 
may receive is $85 per month, 

(). May a woman who has been 
divorced get survivor's benefit bas- 
ed on her former husband’s wages? 

A. No, If there has been an 
wbsolute divorce she will receive 
no benefit because she is not his 
wife, 

@. What would the benefits of 
an 85 year old father be, if his 
bachelor son died at the age of 65 
when he was receiving an old-age 
benefit of $50 a month. 

A. The father would be entitled 
to a benefit of $25 a month pro- 
vided his son was sole support 
and he was wholly dependent on 
the son, 


FARMERS ‘TERRACE 253,248 
ACRES IN ALABAMA IN 1939 


AUBURN, Ala.—Alabama form- 
ers did a big year’s work on land 
terracing in 1939, but in spite of 
their progress last year and sey- 
eral years before, they have but 
a little bit better than one-third 
of the job done, J. B, Wilson, Ex- 
tension agricultural engineer of 
the Alabama Polytechnic Institute, 
tinmnounced here today. During the 


year, farmers terraced 253,238 
acres of land, according to re- 


ports by county agents, 

“It might seem that at this rate 
all of Alabama's farm land would 
soon be terraced, but of the 8% 
million acres now farmed, only 
24 million acres have been ter- 
raced,’ Wilson said. ‘While all 
of the 6 million acres remaining 
do not need terracing, a majority 
of them do need some soil conser- 
vation practices adopted,” 

In reporting the year’s terracing 
work, Wilson recalled the evolu- 
tion taking place in terracing 
work, First, there was the hill- 
side ditch, laid out by guess and 
which simply changed the direc- 
tion of the run-off of water. 

Next came the narrow ridge ter- 
race which grew up in weeds and 
which was either laid out to give 
too much speed to water run-off 
or on a level which was supposed 
to hold all the water on the land, 

The third progressive step in 
terracing came when farmers be- 
gan to widen the ridge terrace and 
to cultivate a row of cotton or 
corn on top of the terrace. 

The final stage was the Nichols 
terrace or drainage type terrace 
which is constructed partly below 
the ground surface and laid out 
with a variable grade, This ter- 
race is now being used successfully 
by farmers in every county in the 
State, according to Wilson. 

“Alabama farmers are making 
progress in terracing their fields, 
but they have only a little more 
than one-third of the job done, At 
the present rate of construction, 
and provided terraces already con- 
Structed are properly maintained, 
it will take 25 to 80 years to com- 
plete the terrace job,” he said. 
“Therefore, it behooves every far- 
mer to do all the terracing his 
power will permit in order to pro- 
vide complete water disposal sys- 
tems for every acre of his land.”

We too 
should be so responsive to the guid- 
ance and control of the Holy Spirit 
that He may be able to teach us 
spiritual truth, which flesh and blood 
can never reveal, 


il. The Church—Its True Founda- 
tion (vy. 18-20), 


Christ, the Son of the living God, 
is the rock upon which the Church 
is built. The confession by Peter 
of this fact is in response to the 
question of Christ, “Whom say ye 
that I am?’’ and hence clearly re- 
lates to Christ, not to Peter, or to 
anything in Peter's personality. He

All Alabama’s Congressmen 
must seek reelection, if they stay 
in the House, and some already 
have as many as three prospective 
opponents, , 

Women will figure, maybe prom- 
inently, in the 1940 political pic- 
ture, The Democrats must select 
& successor to Mrs. A, Y. Malone 
of Dothan, as National Committee- 
woman, One candidate, Mrs, Len- 
nard Thomas, of Montgomery, has 
announced and several others have 
been mentioned as possible en- 
trants. 

Besides the two Supreme Court 
seats, there'll be only one other 
State-wide office at stake~ next 
year, that of Public Service Com- 
mission president, 

Hugh H. White now holds the 
position, but at least three persons 
have talked with political advisers 
about possibilities of opposing him, 
They are: Lieut. Gov. A, A. Car- 
michael, Herbert Meighan, Gads-

At worst, his boosters hope to 
come away from the 1940 Demo- 
cvatic convention with a vice-presi- 
dential nomination. For that, 
they're preparing to make a fight, 
maybe as colorful as that the late 
Gov, W. W. (Plain Bill) Brandon 
made with his resounding 24 votes 
Yor Underwood.” 

Bankhead himself wants the 22 
delegates instructed via a State- 
wide primary, and all well-inform- 
ec quarters expect the State Dem- 
ocratic executive committee, meet- 
ing here January 8, to squelch any 
motion that it appoint the dele- 
gation, 

While there's unity on Bank- 
head, there are wide differences 
elsewhere on the political front. 
Former Goy. Bibb Graves was re- 
garded in some quarters as yir- 
tually announcing his 1942 guber- 
natorial candidacy when he twice 
turned down appointment as as- 
sistant secretary of agriculture, 
“to keep my feet on the home 
base,”’ 

Goy, Frank M, Dixon and Graves 
long have been at odds. Hardly 
had Dixon succeeded him last Jan- 
uary when Graves advisers started 
hooming “The Little Colonel’ for 
a third term. While not openly, 
the two already have crossed po- 
litical swords a few times. 

It may seem strange, but the 
State Supreme Court now is listed 
as Alabama's political question 
mark No. 1 for 1940, 

The 1939 Legislature passed a 
bill by which Supreme Court Just- 
ices more than 65 years of age 
may retire at $4,000 a year—just 
$2,000 less than their working pay 
—and there were rumors that 
Chief Justice John C, Anderson, 
76, would take advantage of the 
legislation. 

Anderson, who must stand for 
reelection next year if he remains

Traces Plains 
To Forest Fires 


Farmer Believes Nebraska 
Covered With Trees 
In 12th Century. 


NORTH PLATTE, NEB.—A forest 
fire which swept western Nebraska 
following a prolonged drouth In the 
Twelfth century may have been the 
contributing cause of the barren 
sandhills overlooking both sides of 
the Platte river, 

So believes Harry Weekley of the 
Nebraska experimental farm at 
North Platte, who began studying 
trees as a hobby and after years of 
research has brought forth evidence 
that western Nebraska was covered 
in the Twelfth century by a forest 
of virgin red cedars, 

By measuring and comparing the 
growth rings of trees which have 
died recently, Weekley developed a 
raph depicting the increased and 
decreased cycle of rainfall over a 
period of years. 

Traces Rain to 1606, 

Applying the graph to lumber 
from trees which died at an unde- 
termined time, Weekley arrived at 
the dates of their death, Through 
this tedious method, he traced in- 
termittent drouth and high rainfall 
periods back to 1606. 

Three years ago, excavation for 
an irrigation canal brought to light 
three stumps of two red cedars 
which once grew in the Platte val- 
ley. Their growth rings did not cor- 
relate with any of the periods back 
to 1606 but did match the Twelfth 
century growth ring graphs of a 
University of Arizona scientist, Dr. 
A. E. Douglas. 

Since then, Weekley has discoy- 
ered {in canyons along the Platte 
valley so many similar red cedars 
that he concluded the valley and 
foothills once were covered with 
virgin forest, 


Drought for 35 Years. 


Study disclosed, Weekley said, 
that the trees died from a drouth 
of 85 years duration, With the veg- 
etation gone from the soil, prairie 
winds covered the canyons with 
dust, sometimes 13 feet deep. 

Later Weekley said, a great fire 
apparently raged through the vege- 
tation which arose above the drifts, 
The fact that two-foot trees were 
consumed indicates the intensity of 
the fire, he explained. 

With all vegetation destroyed, 
winds played havoc with the soil 
and the sandhills formed from the 
drifting sands, Weekley theorizes. 
In the space of time, a period of

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4-H OLUB ROLL IN STATE 
KRHAOHES NEW HIGH LN '39 


AUBURN, Ala,—'T, A, Sims, 
Stute 4-H Club leader, suid today 
(hat 101,415 rural boys and girls 
cf Alabama were enrolled in und 
took part in club activities in 8,256 
4-H Clubs in all sections of the 
State during 1939, ‘This is be- 
lieved to be the largest club en- 
rollment of any State and keeps 
Alabama as the leader of the Nu- 
tion in this movement, 

Membership was made up of 
$1,211 white boys and girls, and 
20,204 negro boys and girls, Of 
the 81,211 white boys and girls, 
28,559 are new members, That is, 
they are enrolled in club work for 
the first time in 1939, 

In their report to P, O, Davis, 
director of the State Wxtension 
Service, Mr, Sims, 'T. Ww, Lump- 
kin, State boy's leader, and Bliza- 
beth Delony, State girl's leader, 
pointed out that 65.98 per cent of 
the club members enrolled turned 
in reports for the completion of 
their projects. The report also 
showed that during 1939, club work 
reached 40,995 tenant homes and 
40,216 landowner homes, 

Boys and girls taking part in 
the one-acre corn projects had an 
average yield of 24.55 bushels per 
acre and those taking’ part in cot- 
ton contests harvested an average 
of 196 pounds of lint cotton per 
acre, A total of 2,788 dairy Calves, 
1,597 beef calves, 15,9385 hogs, und 
124,935 chickens, 73 horses and 
mules, and 20 sheep were raised 
by club members as part of their 
4-1 Club project work. 

Other projects listed among the 
172,947 selected by club members 
were outs, legumes, pastures, pea- 
nuts, landscaping, horticultural 
crops, forestry and wildlife, farm 
records, food preservation, cloth- 
ing, home furnishing, health, and 
food preparation. 

“The Alabama 4-H Club pro- 
gram.is planned to raise the stand- 
ards of farming, home making, 
community living and citizenship,” 
according to Mr, Sims. ‘The aim 
of the program is to reach every 
rural boy and girl, establishing 
demonstrations in improved farm 
and home practices, teaching bet- 
ter habits for proper health, and 
to give wholesome recreational 
training.” 


ALABAMA FARMERS MAKE 
USE OF AAA AID PLAN 


AUBURN, Ala.—A, W. Jones, 
administrative officer of the Triple- 
A in Alabama, reported this week 
that Alabama farmers had used 
§,296,400 pounds of phosphate, 21,- 
766,600 pounds of lime, and 30,- 
233,00 pounds of calcium silicate 
under the grant-of-aid plan of the 
Triple-A program in 1939. 

These materials, used principal- 
ly on pasture development work 
in the State, were furnished farm- 
ers in lieu of part of their Triple-A 
payments. Each of these mate- 
rials will be available to farmers 
of the State during 1940 under the 
same plan, he said, 

Jones said Marengo County used 
1,345,700 pounds, Hale used 1,326,- 
3800 pounds and Sumter County 
used 1,235,100 pounds of phosphate, 
leading the State in 1939 in the 
use of this material. A large ma- 
jority of this phosphate was used 
in pasture development, according 
to reports from county agents in 
these counties. The other counties 
that obtained the phosphate were 
Autauga, Barbour, Bullock, Clarke, 
Elmore, Fayette, Franklin, Greene, 
Lauderdale, Lawrence, Limestone, 
Lowndes, Macon, Madison, Marion, 
Montgomery, Perry, Walker, and 
Washington, 

Talladega, with 4,341,600 pounds 
of lime, led the State in the use 
of this material. Other counties 
using lime were Autauga, Bald- 
win, Bibb, Bullock, Butler, Clay, 
Coffee, Crenshaw, Dale, Fayette, 
Franklin, Hale, Lamar, Lee, Lime- 
stone, Madison, Macon, Marion, 
Mobile, Russell, Shelby, Washing- 
ton, and Wilcox. 

Lauderdale, with 14,194,000 
pounds, led all other counties in 
the use of calcium silicate. This 
material, a by-product of the Ten- 
nessee Valley fertilizer plants, was 
also used by Colbert, Lawrence, 
Limestone, and Madison Counties, 

“Farmers generally have not 
taken full advantage of this op- 
portunity to obtain needed fertiliz- 
er materials for their farms,” 
Jones said. “This grant-of-aid 
plan, open to all farmers cooper- 
ating in the Triple-A program, 
makes possible the obtaining of 
the materials without any cash 
outlay on the farmer's part, Ap- 
plications are made to the county 
AAA office and the expense of the 
material is deducted from pay- 
ments the farmer would otherwise 
earn under the AAA program,”

Weather Facts 


Coast Guard Successful in 
Getting Reports From 
Stratosphere. 


WASHINGTON, — The United 
States ‘weather frontier’ has ad- 
vanced 1,000 miles into the Atlantic 
as result of a novel stratosphere re- 
porting system inaugurated this 
spring by the coast guard in co- 
operation with the weather bureau. 

With transatlantic commercial 
aviation imminent, a method of high 
altitude ‘observation’ Js under pre- 
liminary test, employing radio bal- 
loons, radio meteorographs and re- 
celving-recording equipment. The 
coast guard cutters Chelan, Cham- 
plain, and General Greene are en- 
gaged In the experiment, and the 
collected data are sent to the United 
States weather bureau for analysis. 
Conclusions may afford basis for a 
permanent organization for strato- 
sphere reporting, 

Average Year for loebergs, 

There is usually one cutter in the 
vicinity of Bermuda, another near 
Nova Scotia and a third along the 
Grand Banks of Newfoundland, The 
normal activity of these vessels is 
the “ice patrol,’ aimed to protect 


“shipping against the icebergs that 


drift into the North Atlantic. Since 
this patrol was inaugurated 25 years 
ag there has been no loss of life in 
the North Atlantic because of ship 
collision with ice, The forecast for 
this summer was for 490 icebergs in 
the North Atlantic, about an aver- 
age number, 


The cutters are furnished with bal- 
loons, each about 15 feet in diame- 
ter, each equipped with a radio 
transmitter. The released balloon 
sends signals at intervals of several 
seconds to a receiving device aboard 
ship, which records in diagrammat- 
ic form barometric pressure, tem- 
perature and humidity. Findings in 
vicinity of Nova Scotia or Newfound- 
land, Grand Banks and Bermuda 
are correlated for analysis, thus giv- 
ing insight into the general pattern 
of northwestern Atlantic weather at 
high altitudes. The test period will 
extend to July 11. : 


The first radio balloon sent up this 
spring attained an altitude of 35,000 
feet and reported a temperature 
there of 60 degrees below zero, 
Fahrenheit. The balloons have a 
theoretical elevation capacity of 80,- 
000 feet and in overland tests have 
already reached 57,000 feet, 


To Aid Island Forecasts. 


The view of North Atlantic weath- 
er conditions will facilitate weather 
forecasting for continental North 
America, as the high altitude find- 
ings can be correlated with ships’ 
surface weather reports. 

Test flights of the Pan-American 
Airway clippers have demonstrated 
the need for the high altitude weath- 
er reports, and Gen. Vladimir Kok- 
kinaki, Soviet transatlantic pilot who 
recently flew from Moscow to the 
St. Lawrence bay told the United 
Press that the high altitude weather 
reporting of all countries is notably 
deficient. 

Heretofore, high altitude data in 
the North Atlantic have been avail- 
able only from the infrequent flights 
of planes, hazardous over the fog- 
shrouded banks. The new balloons 
cost about $30 each, less than the 
expense of an airplane flight, and 
are equipped with a parachute to 
ease the landing, so that at least 
some of them may eventually be re- 
covered, The balloons are inflated 
with helium, 


Pittance Will Buy Life’s 


Luxuries in Zara, Italy 
ZARA, ITALY.—The 22,000 people 
who live in this Italian city on the 
eastern shores of the Adriatic sea 
probably pay less for luxuries than 
any people anywhere else in the 
world. 

In Zara gasoline costs five cents 
a gallon, American cigarettes eight 
cents, and movies 10 cents. Cherry 
brandy or Maraschino brandy, 
made here, costs 10 cents a fifth, 
while the best brands of whisky can 
be bought for 80 cents a quart. A 
nickel will buy two pounds of spa: 
ghetti. 

Comprising less than 15,000 acres 
and surrounded on three sides by 
Yugoslavia, Zara entered upon ita 
career as a Scotchman’s paradise 
in 1919 when the Italian government 
decided to make it a tax-free city, 
American cigarettes and high grade 
alcohols soon became Zara's princi- 
pal industries and the local citizen.
